and efficiency of our Streel Superintendent 


Spring street west of Monroe, and Washington 


street above Main, have also been considerably 
improved; while the work on Diamond street, 
between Franklin and Martlu streets, and the 
corresponding flection of East t-pring street, Is 
progressing as rapidly as possible. A new grade 
has been established, a substantial curb, gutter 
and pavement constructed, and the ntreet centre 
laid with macadamized stone, which will bo cov- 
ered with fine gravel, making a smooth and per- 
manent roadbed, that will require no subsequent 
expenditure of Importance for years to come. 


The Street Commitlee now advertise lor pro- 


posals for the corresponding improvement of 
Spring; street, between 
Franklin and Perry 


streets. Franklin street, from Spring street to 
the railroad crossing, will comprise the remain- 
der of the work to be done during the present 
season. 


The aggrej_ate expenditure fo.r street improve- 


ments will probably not exceed *ll,000, or ubout 
two per cent, on tho city assessment, which is 
the rale fixed by the Board. This is consider- 
able less than was expended a year ago, when 
no uniform system wna adopted, and in many 
localities tbo money was literally thrown away. 
We conlldcutly predict that no tax-payer will 
regret the disbursements upon the streets during 
the present season. Thus far the money bao 
been wisely and judiciously expended, llie im- 
provement* are of a permanent, diameter, and 
when fully completed will add to the value of 
tho-property immediately benefited ten fold llie 
ulllmate cost, while iudreetly enhancing tho val- 
ue of oil city properly. 


Nor will any citizen regret thai the old -sys- 


tem of living iu mud and filth, with broken side- 
walks and Impassable streets, has been aban- 
doned, and tbal, as a matter of tasle, as a mailer 
of health, as a matter of pride in tlie appear- 
ance of our yoimg city, as a matter oi' pecuniary 
proflt, the permanent Improvement ol the prin- 
cipal business streets has been found lo bo tho 
wisesl policy.
